Conferences 
in Italy 


On 24 August some 1,900 years 
ago, a cloud appeared in the sky 
over the Bay of Naples. Initially 
resembling a pine tree, the cloud 
soon fell back on itself, increasing 
in breadth as it did so. Thus began 
the destruction (and preservation) 
of the Roman towns of Pompeii, 
Herculaneum, and Stabiae. 

The catastrophic eruption of the 
long-dormant Vesuvius is well 
documented for us in two letters 
written shortly after the event to 
the historian Tacitus by C. Plinius 
Caecilius Secundus, or Pliny the 
Younger as he is more commonly 
known. Pliny the Younger was 
lucky and escaped. His uncle, 
however, the great natural 
historian and scientist, Pliny the 
Elder, was less fortunate, 
succumbing to his own curiostiy. 
Having observed the strange cloud 
and being the local naval com- 
mander, he ordered a boat to take 
him across the bay to allow him 
a closer look. He died on the shore 
near a friend’s house at Stabiae 
below the volcano, as much a 
victim of his scientific interest as 
of his corpulent and unhealthy 
body. 

Today, a visitor to Pompeii and 
Herculaneum does not face the 
same dangers—at least he hopes so. 
Thus Canadian scholars need’ have 
no fear in attending the following

Activities in the full day work- 
shop will be varied. There will be 
a series of live-interview sessions 
and plenty of opportunity to 
examine details of technique. Not 
only will the basic “do’s and 
don’ts” of giving an interview be 
covered, but also other important 
questions will be addressed. For 
example, participants will explore 
the most effective ways of 
approaching the news media with 
stories and will consider how best 
to gain redress after “bad press.” 

It is expected that the workshop 
will be of particular benefit to 
University staff who already 
experience, or anticipate, periodic 
liaison with journalists. 

When Reporters Come Calling 
will be held from 9 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. on campus, 25 September, 
with lunch served at The Faculty 
Club.
